Robert Yates 
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Games triple winner 
tells her own story 


Edmonton’s own 14-year-old super-star swimmer, 
Becky Smith, stepped off the plane at Edmonton 
International Airport last week after a 46 day absence, 
into the waiting arms of her parents, the press and the 
Edmonton public. She had won a gold and two silver 
medals at the Christchurch Commonwealth Games in New 
Zealand and for this she has been proclaimed Edmonton’s 
darling and the most promising athelete in Canada. She 
has seen Prince Charles, travelled half way across the 
world, beaten her best swimming times and some of the 
other countries’ best swimmers and she has only one care 
in the world. “I’m awfully behind in my school work.” 
Here’s how Becky tells her own story: 

“I don't remember much about the trip over except that 
the food was not as good as on a regular plane (she 
travelled on an air force flight) and that I won 20 cents in 
a pool we had on the exact landing time. When we got off, 
the Maori Indians did a native dance and then presented 
us with steel tiki necklaces. The girls got on one bus and 
the boys on another and we went to the Games Village 
which was at the University of Canterbury. I think they 
gave us tea and buns when we arrived. 

“The room where we stayed was small. When we first 
arrived there were fights to see who would get to share 
with whom, and there were four in our room in the end. It 
was quite nice when we arrived but after awhile it began 
to smell like wet towels, four kids, and the sour yogurt we 
used to bring up to eat. One of us broke a lamp and short 
circuited a few rooms, but it was at lights out time 
anyway. 

“We weren't supposed to go out, but we did go 
sightseeing one day. Christchurch is called the Garden 
City because it’s so green. That's what I noticed most. 
And there are very few two-storey houses or mansions. 
But the people are really friendly. The clothes are behind 
ours; there wasn’t anyone wearing cuffed pants. The 
television shows are all older. The milk is a lot better than 
ours. 

“We started training in the Games Pool the day after 
we arrived. The Canadians shared the pool with the New 
Zealanders, but I don’t know where the others trained. 
Perhaps in the warm-up pool which was 33/2 meters. 
When the Games began we were supposed to get a lot of 
rest and that’s just about all we did . . . trained, ate and 
slept. At first there wasn’t a curfew, but then some kids 
started staying up too late so we had to have our lights 
out by 11. 

“The pool wasn’t any different from any other pool I’ve 
trained in. Perhaps it was a little shallow in the shallow 
end, but it didn’t bother me any. The only thing wrong 
was that the pool air was cold, but when we complained 
they warmed it up. The papers got hold of it. They 
made snide comments like, ‘The Canadians come from the 
coldest climate yet they are the first to complain if it gets 
a little chilly.’ That bothered me. Then when we were 
winning they said it was because we had thinner suits 
than the others, but everyone had the same kind of 
light-weight suits. 

“The locker room was really big. There wasn’t any 
privacy and there weren't any lockers. If we had anything 
valuable we put it in our swim bags and took it to the 
deck. There was a TV to see the competition on, though. 
There were only three showers for all of us, and three 
toilets and one sink. And a couple of times there was a 
workman fixing one of the toilets, but he was no bother. 

“The only people we really talked to a lot were the New 
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MEDAL WINNER BECKY SMITH 
Zealand swimmers. That was partly because we shared 
the pool with them and partly because one of my 
roomates had been writing to one of their team, so we 
mixed with her friends. I recognized some of the 
swimmers from the other teams but only from the papers; 
world record types, you know. 

“I guess I started getting scared the first day of the 
competition. Before that I had been under the mistaken 
impression that getting selected was all I had to do. They 
weren't expecting anything from me and so I didn't 
expect to give them anything. I didn't think I was really 
good, just very lucky. We had had twelve days to train 
after we arrived but I hadn't seen any of the competitors 
racing. After the heats I didn’t think any were more on 
my level. Before the heats I was worried, but after I'd had 
a chance to see them I wasn't so scared. 

“The first race was the 200 IM. If I thought the heats 
had been bad, then the.finals were just awful. I was 
crying during the warm-up. Then while you're waiting for 
your race, you're supposed to psyche yourself up, to get 
the adrenalin going.

I thought there were four or five people ahead of 
me in the lanes past her. 

“The only thing that made me feel a bit sad was that 
the Queen didn’t give out the medals. But even after all 
the excitement of the Games and the four day North 
Island tour which was a lot of fun, it was really good to 
get home. I was feeling very lonely on the plane because I 
didn’t think anyone would be there to meet me, but my 
parents were there and my whole Grade 9 class. Did I 
ever feel great! The weather was awful when I arrived. I 
was wearing sandals and a white skirt and I nearly froze. 

“The things I missed were really odd. Missing my 
friends and our dog, Pecas, wasn't unusual, but the other 
things were. All the time we were in New Zealand we 
didn't have hot dogs or hamburgers once. The food was 
fantastic, steaks three times a day, but I really wanted 
something greasy. And ketchup. Their ketchup tastes like 
barbeque sauce. 

“I think I'd like to try for the 1976 Olympics and after 
that the 1978 Commonwealth Games here in the city if I'm 
still good enough. But the Olympics are my next goal, and 
I think that will be even more scary than the Games 
were.”
